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Duty calls in only one direction 
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PROF. MILAN LESTER WARD. 


Ninety-four years of life on earth. Eighty years of Christian 
service—fifty-three of them in the Baptist cause in Kansas. 
Sixty years of teaching,—sixty years of close contact with the 
living stream that has turned the wheels of human progress 
during two generations. 

Dr. Ward influenced constructively the youth of his native 
land in nine different localities. He built with living stones the 
temple of faith and hope, in which his later years were spent 
when he had withdrawn from active participation in his beloved 
profession of teaching. 

Dr. Ward centered his chief interest in young people. To 
them he gave his best thought and endeavor. He believed that 
by building up a strong Christian college in which they might 
find the summary of what God had wrought among men and 
for men throughout the centuries, he was conferring upon youth 
the greatest gift that could be given by man. Ottawa University 
and, through it, the six college generations who had passed 
through it during his teaching connection with it, bear witness to 
his idealized purposes and his unflagging energy. Not only in 
those years of teaching but also in his years of retirement, he 
kept in close touch with University life and frequently aided 
later generations of students, both individually and in groups, 
with his sage advice and his long-range experience. 


In his later years of quiet looking out upon the ebb and flow 
of world life he was a wide and thoughtful reader, a shrewd 
observer of events, a tolerant judge of human nature as it was 
manifested in the stream of action. The observations and opin- 
ions he shared with his former students by means of a wide cor- 
respondence. To many states of the Union and to many foreign 
lands his letters went, bringing hope and a broadening view to 
their recipients. 

He maintained his close productive contact with church life 
up to within three months of the end. His class in the Sunday 
School, the Chandler-Ward Class, was the center of his local 
activity. To it he gave a large part of his time and brought 
to it the results of his penetrative reading, his meditation, as 
well as the ripened thought rooted in his long experience. 

And now he has gone from us. Ninety-four years of life,—and 
then the end? Nay! just the beginning.

Historical 


This historical building was erected in 1866. At that time it 
was one of the best college buildings in the entire West. It was 
burned in 1875 and repaired at once. It was theonly college 
building upon the campus until about the nineties, when Charl- 
ton Cottage was erected. It is exceedingly interesting to hear 
some of the old timers give their personal experiences in con- 
nection with this building and the early history of the College. 


After the Administration building was erected this historic 
old building was fitted for the Science Departments. Students 
who have been here during the past twenty-five or more years 
have vivid recollection of doing their work in Chemistry and 
Biology in that building. When Ward Science Hall was erected 
all of the work in science was transferred from “Old Science 


Hall” to Ward Science Hall, and the old building was left to 
itself, 


At various times the alumni and former students have made 
suggestions as to the preservation of “Old Science Hall,” but no 
definite action was taken until about one year ago, when the 
Ward Chapter of the Alumni recommended to the Board of Trus- 
tees that a committee be appointed to raise a sufficient amount 
of money to reconstruct the building so that it could be used for 
the Conservatory of Music. This matter was presented to the 
Board of Trustees at their meeting, January 23, 1923, and by

Under the joint supervision of this Committee and a Commit- 
« tee of the Board of Trustees, work was begun upon the building 
in‘May. It was thought wise to strengthen the foundation and 
repair the walls of the entire building so that it would be just 
as good as new. 

A Kansas. City contractor was employed to do the mason work 
and to repair the walls.. Every defective stone in the walls was 
removed. An old stone house southwest of town was practic- 
ally, torn,down in order to get weathered sand stone to replace 
those that, had to be removed. The entire wall was repointed. 
The old chimneys were all removed. A new roof put on. The 
: supports for the walls and roof were. all renewed. New steel 


pillars, shown in the basement plan, extend from the*ground to. 


thé purline’ plates that carry the roof. The joists for all the 


floors were entirely worked over and many new joists were put | 


in. Sound-proof material was put in all of the floors and parti- 
tions on the first and second floors so that a large number of 
pianos may be played at the same time without any one disturb- 
ing the others. Double doors have been put on all of the studios 
and practice rooms. Oak flooring has been laid upon all of the 
floors. The entire building has been plastered. Electric lights 
‘have been placed in all of the rooms and all wires are in con- 
duits. The building has been connected with the central heating 
‘plant, so that it is heated by steam, as are the other college

buildings. New sewer connections have been made. A new 
walk has been laid beginning at Poplar street entrance and lead- 
ing to the north entrance of the building. This walk is shown i in 
the cut on the last page of this Bulletin. 


From this general outline it is readily. seen that the Commit- 


_tee in charge of the work was determined to do,a good job. It 
is fair to say that the building is now in the best condition that 
it has ever been. This is in harmony with the general policy: of 
the Trustees, who plan to do well whatever they attempt to. do. 
They are working for the future as well as the present. 

By order of the Executive Committee the name that the build- 
ing has acquired from the recent use to which it has been put, 
has been changed to Tauy Jones Hall, in honor of the founder os 
the Institution. 

We believe that the building today presents the best appear- 


ance of any. building upon the campus and for generations, to- 


come it will serve a most useful purpose. One of the deep desires 
of Professor Ward was that he’ might see this building repaired, 
preserved,and fitted for some definite and useful. work. « We 
all had hoped that he might have lived .until»the building. was 
completed and might join in its formal presentation:-to the pub- 
lic. But this noble man passed on before he saw his heart’s de- 
sire realized. 

We give a brief description of each floor and invite the reader 
to study the outline of the floor as it is described. 


The, Basement 


Those who remember the five or six rooms in the basement of 
“Old Science Hall’? would hardly recognize the two large light 
rooms as they now appear. Each of these rooms is 25x86 feet. 


The ceiling is eight feet in height. The floor is cement. The.

windows have been raised about ten inches so that they are all 
above ground. The entrance from the outside is now under the ° 
steps on the north side of the building. It is our purpose to use 
these rooms for a museum. The University has a rare collec- 
tion that has never yet been properly displayed. With new 
cases and good care these rooms afford an excellent opportun- 
ity to develop a valuable museum. 


The First Floor 


The old chemistry laboratory makes a fine hall for recitals 
where not over one hundred are expected to attend. The plan 
for the west end of this floor shows a very commodious office 
with a closet, two studios, each 11x16 feet in size, with a closet 
in each of them, and two practice rooms, each 7x12 feet in size. 


The Second Floor 


On the second floor the drawing shows three studios, two in 
the west end and one in the east end, a classroom well fitted 
for classroom werk and seven practice rooms, each about 7x12 
feet. The partitions between these rooms are built with sound 
proofing material, so that all can be used at any one time with- 
out one disturbing another. 


The Third Floor 


Do you remember the attic? Well, you would hardly recog- 
nize the two large, light rooms that we have at the present 
time. It is not determined as yet just what use will be made of 
these two rooms. We have several applications for them, but 
none have been acted upon as yet. They are well lighted by 
electric lights and the heat has been carried to these rooms, but 
no radiators have been put in as yet. Without doubt there will 
be abundant use for these rooms in days to come.

The old time dome painting 
is a thing of the past. The Student Body of Ottawa University 
has by vote determined that the Seniors may each year, early in 
the fall semester, with appropriate ceremonies, have their num- 
erals painted in an artistic manner upon the dome. This is.to 
be done in the day time ard these numerals are to remain there 
during the entire year. What a disappointment to some of the 
old timers! But it is in harmony with the present condition and 
use to which the building will be put. 

The Alumni have built in a splendid fashion and they will 
have reason to be grateful in years to come that they have done 
well what they attempted to do. 


Finances 


The entire expense in the work of reconstructing Tauy Jones 
Hall including the extension of the Heating Plant has been 
about $30,000.00, the exact figure is net available because some 
minor bills are not yet in. This of course is more than was ex- 
pected, but more has been done than at first was intended. 
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There has been subscribed up to the present time about $9,000. 
It was originally intended that all of the money should be in the 
hands of the Trustees by the time that the building was comi- 
pleted, but that was not found possible. At the suggestion of 
Dr. and Mrs. George E. Myers of Ann Arbor, Mich., the com- 
mittee decided that it was wise to extend the time for payment 
of the pledges to April 1, 1926. In this way the pledge can be 
paid in three annual installments. It has been found necessary 
to ask those who have already made pledges to continue them 
if possible in like amounts for at least two years more. Dr. and 
Mrs. Myers agree to contribute $500.00 on this plan. Others 
have already agreed to duplicate that gift. Now let the good 
work go on. Pledges will be received on condition that at least 
$25,000.00 be subscribed by June 10, 1924. Now is the time for 
O. U. Alumni and former students to go ahead and complete 
what they have begun so well.

The Trustees meet usually twice a year. -Special meet- 
ings may be called by the President of the Board at any 
time he may deem wise, or at written request of three 
members of the Board. The Executive Committee meets 
on the first Tuesday evening of each month and at such 
times as there is urgent business to transact. Upon this 
committee rests a large share of the business of the in- 
stitution. 

Three-fourths of the Trustees must be members of 
Baptist churches; at least nine Trustees must be residents 
of Ottawa, a majority of whom must be Baptists, The 
president, secretary and treasurer of that body must be 
Baptists. The president of the institution must be a Bap- 
tist, and “no person can be employed as professor or in- 
structor unless he has a good moral character and enter- 
tains no skeptical religious views.” These are some of the 
regulations provided in the Constitution of the Board of 
Trustees to safeguard the institution to the Baptist de- 
nomination. . 


This Bulletin sets forth the financial condition of the 
Institution. We have tried to put it in such a way that 
it will not take a professional bookkeeper to interpret it. 
The Treasurer could go into much greater detail, but it 
has not seemed wise to do so. The Endowment and Trust 
Funds include quite a number of special funds the-income 
of which must be used for certain specific purposes desig- 
nated by the donors. Careful account of these funds is 
kept and the donors can be assured that the funds will be 
used as designated. The funds are invested in farm mort- 
gages, mostly in Kansas, but the loans are not confined to 
this state.

SOME NOTATIONS 


The 134 farm mortgages are mostly in Kansas. Loans 
have been confined to those parts of the state where real 
estate values are well established. 

The stocks held in the Endowment Fund have been giv- 
en by Mr. C. Q. Chandler of Wichita. These are preferred 
stocks and the most of them are paying dividends of 7%. 

The income on Endowment and Trust Funds for the past 
year has been 5.82%. This is estimated as follows: the 
Treasurer figures the average monthly endowment dur- 
ing the entire year. The amount becomes the basis for 
reckoning. Then distribution is made to the various funds 
at the rate ascertained. For example, the Fern Willis 
Scholarship Fund of $1000.00 earned $58.20 this past year. 
This amount is paid to the beneficiary of that scholarship 
for the school year. This method is followed in determin- 
ing the earnings of each of the special funds. 


The Annuity Fund is steadily growing. The report 
shows that it totals $135,383.00. It increased $138,000.00 
during the past year, a large share of this was a 320 acre 
farm in Kingman County given by Mr. and Mrs. S. G. 
Demoret and Mr. and Mrs. D. F. Collingwood. The first 
Annuity Bond issued by the Trustees was in favor of Mrs. 
Josephine Houghston, January 17, 1910. The agreement 
was to pay her $500.00 per year so long as she lived in 
consideration of her deeding to the institution a farm of 
80 acres in Marshall County. She was so grateful for this 
annuity that she would frequently write to the Treasurer 
whenever a semi-annual payment was due and request 
him to retain a part of it for the institution. She died 
December 12, 1921. She showed her gratitude further by 
giving to the University from her small estate $300.00 in 
cash and also making it her residuary legatee. Of the 
total amount received on the Annuity Plan $29,950.00 has 
been released to the University voluntarily or by the 
death of the annuitants. However there is an annual loss, 
that is, the income from these funds does not pay the an- 
nuities. During these thirteen years the loss has been 
$6,230.99. The time will soon come when the loss will be 
turned to gain. There are several persons definitely con- 
sidering placing their property with the University on 
this plan. Where a person is dependent upon the income 
from their funds to meet present requirements we do not 
know a better plan to insure that the property will ul- 
timately go where the donor wishes it. Full information 
can be had by writing to Ottawa University. 


The Young Ladies’ Missionary Fund has been contrib- 
uted by some ladies who are interested in missionary train- 
ing. The income from this fund is used to help young 
women who are looking forward to some type of mission- 
ary work. We need at least $10,000.00 in that fund. 


The Becker Library Fund is a contribution of Mr. C. L. 
Becker, of Ottawa. The income is spent for books for the 
library. ‘ 

The German Department Fund has been contributed by 
the German Baptist Churches in Kansas for the benefit of 
that department.

BUILDING AND EQUIPMENT. 


There have been several minor building projects going 
on during the year ending May 31, 1923. The statement 
shows a deficit of $6,596.06 in these enterprises. The 
Cook Athletic Field shows a deficit of $2,910.43. However 
there are some outstanding subscriptions and we hope to 
secure enough to take care of all of this amount. 


The Class of 1923 presented as their class memorial 
three crushed rock tennis courts to cost about $1,400.00. 
They asked the trustees to build the courts at once and 
take their pledges for the amount. The books show that 
$1,303.73 was expended upon these courts by May 31, 1923. 

It was found necessary to repair the Prof. Ward home. 
A new roof was put on, new porch built, foundation re- 
paired, painted, papered, wired for electricity, etc. Dur- 
ing the year $808.93 was spent in this work. These im- 
provements have increased the value of the property and 
in this way will be cared for by the property itself. 


The Trustees began the reconstruction of Old Science 
Hall, or Tauy Jones Hall as it is now called, in May. Up 
to the close of the fiscal year they had received $1,245.81 
more than they had expended. The work however had 
just begun. The alumni and former students are back of 
this work. Future reports will show receipts and costs in 
detail. 

Besides these specific objects the general Building and 
Equipment account shows a deficit of $2,818.78. This 
would be very readily taken care of if the Jubilee Sub- 
scriptions were paid. 

It is embarassing to report these deficits. The Trustees 
had counted upon the subscriptions to meet all of these 
obligations. Certain improvements must be made. It is 
expected even yet that these subscriptions will be paid 
and the institution kept free from all debts. 


CURRENT EXPENSES. 


It will be noted from the following statement that the 
Current Expenses for the fiscal year were $123,883.42 and 
the receipts were $105,482.83, leaving a deficit in that 
fund of $18,400.59. The receipts and expenditures were 
unusually large because the indebtedness was cleared up 
on September 30, 1922. If we eliminated the amount re- 
ceived from the General Board of Promotion to help pay 
the debt we will have a fairer statement of the real facts. 
We would then have as receipts $75,101.37 and disburse- 
ments of $93,501.96, leaving the same deficit. It_is very 
evident that from some source we must increase the in- 
come for current expenses at least $20,000.00 per year in 
order to care for a growing institution.
